even if there were not other Import- 
ant considerations the fact that Can- 
ada occupies the northern half of the 
continent would be sufficient reason 
for Britain’s’ objecting to Germany

of the United States being protected 
by Canada, and on Canada’s account.

They could 
do very little, however, owing to the 
coal which had fallen on top of the 
man, 

It was finally. decided to cut away 
a side of the chute near where the 
man was supposed to be wedged In. 
The workmen had to proceed slowly, 
owing to fearl of injuring Harriston. 
At last a part of the chute was cut 
away and the man was revealed. ‘He 
was still living, although he presented 
a pitiful sight, being smothered in coat 
dust, His left had become wedged 
In between the coal and it took several 
minutes to release the limb. Harris- 
ton was removed to the hospital in the 
police ambulance.

The Central Registry is tho clearing 
house for all correspondence and docu- 
ments. Every letter which enters dii} 
visional headquarters is received there 
“A synopsis is made of its contents ane} 
recordtd in what is known as a preciw } 
slip, This slip ix fled away aopninst 
thy almost impossible contingency of 
an accident occurring”to the letter. 

All important lotters are also regis 
tered in a book. They aro then dis: 
tributed to the branch concerned, ani 
appeur og tho desk of tho officer in 
charge in the shortest possible time. 
When tho officer bas teplied, the Iut- 
ter and a copy of his reply aro placed 
away on tho file, This file is secret. 
and it is an offence to mutilate or 

change it in any manner. If the 
Point at issue ix of such a nature as 
to require attention at » futura date, 
this is indicated on the file, and the 
letter will appear on tho desk of the 
Officer concerned on tha morning of 
that date, 

In the course of time a great many 
letters will be deposited on the same 
filo, which, will consequently be. re 
quired froin ‘fime to time by various 
branches! The system is so perfect 
that no matter how often the file may 
change hands, the officer in charge 
of the central registry can always place 
bis finger on it at a moment's notice. 

Something like 700 to 1,000 com:

The pilgrimage was » accomplished 
this year without any untoward incf- 
dent, All those who took part in it 
are highly satiefied with the manner 
fn which the Grand Sherif of Mecca 
cared for their needs. Especially re- 
markable were the hyglenic. precau- 
tlons taken by his highness, precau- 
ons to'whieh the immunity of the 
pilgrimage from cholera ahd plague 
is in‘great measure ascribed.

bloodshed were of daily occurrence, 
and epidemics and terrible privations 
followed in the wake of the pilgrims, 
witl go a long way to convince the 
Moslem world of the beneficial effects 
accruing to it,from the Graad 
Sherit’s blow for independence. 


Olergymian Hen Prisoner. 

In the Internment camp at Tabora, 
in German East Africa, the British 
forces found a large number of Brit- 
ish prisoners of war, most of whom 
had been interned for the two years 
of the war, says The Giasgow Herald.

~ OCR INVENTIVE SOLDIERS. 


Suggested Use of Tump-linc for 
Carrying Munitions. 

Acpording:to’ Frederick Palmer, 
the. great war correspondent, it was 
the Canadians who !ntented trench 
raiding. "* Recently the .inventlve 
boys from the Dominion have intro- 
duced a new thing at the front. This 
time it is the «“tump-line,” which 
our prospectors” use for carrying 
heavy loads over bad-pteces “of land 
in the north country. « The soldiers 
have utilised’ the . tump-lines for 
carrying heavy munitions over the 
broken ground’ during the spells of 
stormy weather. The mend are: able 
to get their munition Into place much 
more quickly by making use of t 
simple back-woods device, ‘and it 
has been mentioned-in despatches. 

Now_it seems that the {dea of 
making use of the tump-line was sug- 
gested by Captain Ed. Archibald, sen 
of Chief Inspector Archibald of To- 
roato. Captain Archibald was .well 
known in’ Canada’a ‘fow’ years 
as one of: the. Dominion’s best \ all- 
round athletes. He twice represent- 

his. country at the Olympic 
games. He was a prospector In the 
Sudbury district-at one time, and 
had learned from experience the use: 
fulness of: the tump-line. . He ac- 
cordingly wrote asking the Sudbury 
people to provide as many ‘lines’ as 
possible In the shortest time. ; Mr. 
Phit-Green canvassed the town and 
forwarded to 
tump-lines,. + - - : 

To give'a proper. idea of the efi- 
vlency, of these <‘lines,’~ it. may be 
stated that previous to the Introduc- 
Uon ‘thereof, two men were detailed 
to carry ane box of munitions, using 
& rope handle on’each end ‘of the

Many mothers are afraid to Jet thelr babies out of the house after the 
first ‘spell of cold weather. We. know of children in our schools who are 
“sewed up’’in their clothes when the firat snow falls and remain sewed 
until\the spring comes; but we know, too, that a considerable number of 
Ontano mothers keep their bavies indoors all winter. Fresh alr and sun- 
Ifgbt are two important needs of the baby—and he needs them In the cold 
as well as in the warm weather. 

“The baby must have some fresh alr every day. He may sleep 
out@Worn-in the dry days of winter, and summer, If dressed warmly and 
sheltered from tho wind, I{-necessary, a hot water bottle or a heated brick 
may bz placed tn the carriage.. If the weather is vad‘ or severely cold, dress 
the Laby as for golng out and place him ir his carriage or crib in his room. 
Open the window, preferably ofe witb the sun shining in and on ‘the side 
of the house sheltered from the wind, and Jet the baby have his afternoon 
sleep In tho fresh air, :

conditions at a recent wecting of the 
Scottish Chamber of Agriculture and 
demand amendments of the game 
Jaws so that’ more deer could be shot 
and tho food supplies increased.

HE safest and cheapest form of water purification is Prerantios. 
In selecting.a water supply for any community the sdurce should 
¥ be wejl considered, Avoid any chanee of pollution bg human 
ee sowage. 
The various meas of picts ofa polluted water sepply are given 
as follows: 


~(1) Boiling,” This {fs a certain macthod sed \Wnoat. useful In the 
bousehald where the water supply is not above suspicion. 


(2) Chlorination, This is a very satisfactory and cheap means 
of emergency treatment. It is carried out by the use of hypochlorite of 
Hme 30 Ibs. to each milifon gallons of water or by the use of liquid 
¢hlorine. 
taste’to some “waters. It has no {ll effect on the user. 

In treating smal! quantities of water the following plan may be used: 
A level teaspoonful of chloride of lime should be rubbed into a teacupful 
of water. This solution should be diluted wito three cupfuls of water, and 
a teaspoonfal of the whole quantity added to each two-gallon pailful of 
drinking water. This will give .4¢or .6 parts of free chlorine to.» million 
parts of water, sufficient to destroy in ten minutes all typhoid and colon 
bacilli or other dysentery-producing organisms in the water. soreoyer, all 
traces of the chlorins will rapidly disappear. 

Tuls method of purification has been tested with Toronto Bay water 
inoculated with millions of bacteria. Every germ has been eaueree and 
it has been unnecessary to bofl the water. 

t This method should be very valuable for miners, prospectors, campers, 
soldiers, and those Hving in summer retorts where the condition of the 
waters might not be above suspicion. 

<:..€3) Onome. This form of water treatment is extensively used in Petro- 
grad, Russia, and in Paris, France. The water is frequently filtered before 
being treated. The method when properly carried out gives satisfactory 
Tesults, but is expensive. 

(4) Ultra Violet Ray. In the use of this pian of treatment tbe water 
most frst de Altered. It is a useful but somewhat expensive method of 
purification, 

(5) Storage. Storage of water for a period of 30 days greatly im- 
proves its quality. A portion of the water supply of the City of London, 
England, is after filtration treated in this way with good results. 


(6) Filtration. Thero are two plans of filtration. In the one called 
Slow Sand Filtration the water {s passed slowly through beds of sand four 
to five feet thick to undor drains which collect It. The bacteria and other 
impurities arc removed by the top layers of sand. From time-to time the 
gand is taken off, washed, and re-used. Ki 

~ Jn'the other form of filtration known as the Rapid Sand type or 
Mechanical filtration the water Is first treated with alum or sulphate of 
fron, in order.to produce sedimentation of bacteria and impurities, and is

THE BIRTHRATE. DECLINES. 





Tho Marriage Rate in England is the 
Highest on Record. 
Marriage rate—Highest on record, 
Birth rate—still falling. 
These are among the most inter- 


posting points brought out in the re- 


port for 1915 of Dr. W. H. Hamer, 


; Medical Officer of Health for the 
jCounty of London, England. 
: The number of marriages register- 


ed in London was the highest ever 
recorded—58,345, 
43,373 In 1914 and 41,409 in 1913. 
The Increase over 1914 is 34 per 
cent,, but as the corresponding in- 
crease for the rest of England and 
Wales ia only 20 per cent., there is 
reason for thinking that a-consider- 
able number of thege marriages may 
not properly belong to th® London 
population, 

The estimated “‘civit population” 
cannot be uaed for calculation of the 
Tate, since the males married include 
a number of men on service, but tak- 
ing the probable population of 4% 
millions the rate would be 25.9 per 
1,900. There has been a slight an- 
nual Increase In the marriage’ rate 
since 1908, but the bulk of last 
year’s increase must de directly at- 
tributed to the war. 

Tho birth rate shows a further fall 
from, 25.0 In 1909-13 and 24.3 in 
1914 to 23.6. 

The Increasing tendency to marry 
later in life {s another factor which 
fa examined. - “The effect of post- 
ponement of marriage has hitherto 
been considered mainly from the 
polnt of view of Its relation to the 
duration of marrigge,”” Dr. Hamer 
says, “and insufficient allowance has 
been made for what might be termed

Simpson, 
‘who, with his brother, built a great 
many of the‘once famous Oakville 
schooners, some of which ‘are still 
afloat, The vessel was owned by 
Frank Jackman, sr.,. of * Toronto, 
When she was christened she was a 
fore-and-aft centreboard schooner of 
202 tons ‘register. © Her ‘dimenslo 
were: Length over all, 10fe 
extreme beam,, 24 fect: Taught, 
when loaded; 10 feet; when light, 4 
fect 6 inches. She had the pecullar- 
ity of most~-Oakville . xessels—her 
masts had quite a “spread.”

Here she dis- 
ebarged her cargo-and loaded flour 
for St. Johns, Newfoundland. She 
sailed from that port in ballast for 
Sydney, Cape Breton, and there re- 
~celved a cargo of coal for Montreal. 
| She came up_Ught from Montreal to 
' Kingston, and there got a cargo of 
cordwood for Toronto. 

On ‘her way back to Boston she 
called at St. Helena for fresh water, 
where the crew and passongers visit- 
ed the gravo of Napoleon, 

in July, 1866, she arrived in To- 
ronto, after a voyage of 13. months. 
She was placed on exhibition at 
Yonge street wharf, and great crowds 
fiocked to see ber. The'voyage bad 
been a very fortunate one, none of 
the crew were lost, tho yessel suf- 
fered no damage, and there were no 
mishaps whatever, Frank Jackman, 
8r., was captain, and his nephew, 
James Jackman, mate. Captain 
May, a salt water sailor, acted as 
navigater.

_ Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons. 

I desire on this occasion to express 
my respectful appreciation of the hon- 
or conferred on me: by the King ap- 
pointing me to the distinguished office 
of Governor-General, ft 

I esteem it a high privilege to be- 
come closely identified with Canada 
at the time when she is taking so 


,splendid a part in the world-wide 


struggle, and I look forward to her 
ability and capacity to exercise an 
ever increasing influence in bringing 
the war to a victorious conclusion. 

| When peace is again happily re- 
stored I am confident that the vast re- 
sources of the Dominton will continue 
tobe developed for the lasting benefit 
of the Empire and in the best interests 
of Hberty. snd. humanity. 

“Although nearly two and a half 
years have elanaed eince the outbreak 
of war yet that period has not been 
more than sufficient for the enormous 
preparation necessary to enable our 
Empire to throw its full strength into 
the struggle. 

The events that have transpired 
eince prorogation give testimony of 
the efficiency of the measures thus 
taken, and’ bear splendid tribute to 
the valour and heroism of His Ma- 
jesty’a forces in every theatre of war. 

With preparation already so ample 
and etill increasing, we may con- 
fidently anticipate that the not distant 
future will bring such success to the 


* ellied arms'as will assure. the full 


maintensnce of the purposes and 
ideals for which we have engaged in 
this war., 

The Canadian forces dispatched 
overseas in 1916 numbered more than 
165,000, and the agzregate of enlist 
ments in Canada since the outbreak of 
war ie nearly 400,000.. In attack as 
well as.in defence the valour, endur- 
‘ance and resourcefulness of the Cana- 
dian troops have been conspicuous on 
every occasion when they have met the 
‘enemy, and they heve splendidly up- 
held the highcet traditions of their 
country. ‘ 

Equally notable and impressive has 
been the fine spirit of loyalty display- 
ed by the people of this Dominion 
who have freely dedicated their ener- 
gies and their material resources to 
the common defence of our Empire. 
"Steps have been tak?n by my advis- 
ers for better organization of National 
Service, and attention has been given 
to the more thorough utilization of 
our natural resourcts. Measures have 
also been taken in co-operation: with 
the Government of the United King- 
dom to facilitate the increased pro- 
duction of munitions in Canada. 

The Government of the United King- 
dom have invited the First Ministers 
of the Dominions to attend a series of 
special and continuous mectings of the 
War Cabinet (of which for this pur- 
pose they will be members) to consid- 
er urgent questions affecting the prose:

The lofty patriotism, ‘the fine cour- 
age, and the inflexible pdrpére which 
have animated all His' Majesty's Do- 
minions during tht war are in no wise 
abated.. In common with the rest of 
the Empire, the people of this Domin- 
ion are firmly resolved thst in this 
war, which has entailed so much sac- 
rifice, and which has been undertaken 
for the highest ideals of humanity and 
civilization, our efforts shall be con- 
finuéd and strengthened until they are 
crowned with an abiding peace.

LONDON, Jan. 19.—The Foreign Of- 
fice informed, the Canadian Press yes- 
terday apropos of statements which 
appear to have been received in Can- 
ada with regard to Cansdian nickel 
passing to Germany on the Deutech- 
land, that on her first voyage. she car- 
tied one emall cargo, not necessarily 
of Canadian nickel. This got through. 
owing to the breach of faith of an Am- 
erican firm. No Canadian firm was 
involved in this breach. 

The steps taken ensured sgainst re- 
petition. The Forcign Office again di- 
rects attention to the statement given 
to the Canadian Press, in October, 
when Lord Robert Cecil, Under Seo 
retary, speaking with ‘regard to a 
étatementmadeby him in an inter- 
view with an American press repre- 
éentative, that certain amounts of 
nickel cmaniating from Allied territory. 
which were despatched to the United 
Btates ultimately found its way . to 
Germany on bosrd the Deutechland, 
said this in no way referred to nickel 
from Canada, and he had no further 
intention to criticize the arrangementy 
for controlling the Canadian nickel or 
to suggest that any Canadian nickel 
reaches the enemy. The British Gov- 
ernment ia perfectly éatisfied with the 
precautions taken and the arrange- 
ments made by the Canadian Govern: 
ment with regard to nickel.

GREEKS IN CANADA. 





Pro-Venizelos Society Will Kecruit 
Men In Dominion. 

President Eleuthcrios Dagounas of 
the Toronto-branch of the Pro-Veni- 
zelos Karteria Society, has secelved 
word that the envoys of the Veni-! 
zelos Revolutionary Government find 
themselves in a peculfar situation in 
New York. France and Italy ex- 
perienced no difficulty in sending 
their reservists from the United. 
States, But the Venizelist envoys 
believe that if they are gofty to send 
any Greeks from the United States to 
ald the Revolutionary Government, 
it will be necessary to send them to 
Canada and recruit them here, This 
Information comes in a letter from 
Nicholas Killsmanis, who was sent 
to New York by the Karteria Society 
to endeavor to have former members 
of the Venizelist Cabinet visit ‘To- 
ronto and speak {or recruits. 

Kilismanis wrote that six of the 
Venizelist leaders in New York 
would be in Canada after the holl- 
day rush was over. Those who are 
to come are RB. Kafandaris, former 
Minister of Interlor in the Venizeloe 
Government; G. Awanitopeulos,- a 
former deputy: Zavos Aristades, di- 
Plomat; Col, Traulis Kalenos, head 
of the Military Committee; Job 
Gianicostos, son of General Gianicos- 
tos, and an officer in the nary; as 
well as another navy officer, James 
Papalexoponlos. 

As King Constantine is still recng- 
nized as King by Britain, and as 
Ambassador Vouros is King Constan- 
tine’s representative at SW agnington. 
tbe position of the revolutionary re- 
presentatives is a veryUelicate onc. 

“There will likely be two standing 
committees formed, one in Canada 
and one in the States. Dagounas 
says: ‘‘These will be made up of 
the Venizelos representatives in New 
York, who will split in two. They 
wilt have charge of all recruiting, 
and will adopt the best means of re- 
erulting the Greeks in America, and 
of getting them out of the country.” 

Mr. Dagounas says {t is the ipten- 
j tion to rent large halls and have the 
envoys address all the Greeks in the 
city. From Toronto they will pro- 
coed to Montreal. 

“Are the Toronto Grecks going to 
take the same stand as the Grecks 
‘In Montreal, and. refuse to: pray «for 
King Constantine?” he was asked. 
“They still pray for Constantine,” he 
“Whether they will do so 
next Sunday or not is problematical.

If he passes this second ex- 
amination-as “fit” he will be sent to 
the headquarters of the overseas unit 
for-which he was recruited. No equip- 
ment or clothing to be provided until 
he reports to his -unit. 

4. In the case of mer rejected by 
the Medical Board, necessary trans- 
port to and from the mobilization 
centre with pay and allowances at 
overseas rates for the number of days 
lost, should be granted. ~

CANADIAN AUTHOR TELLS OF 
NOBILITY OF OUR SOLDIERS 
——t 





He Was at the Front as Chaplain of 
the 43rd Cameron Highlanders 
of Winnipeg, and Will Assist Jn 
the National Service Campaign 
During His Two-months Leave of 
Absence in Canada, 


FTER clighteen months , in 
England and at the battle- 
front in his capacity’ of 


chaplain of the 43rdé_ Cam- 
eron Highlanders of Winnipeg)-Major 
the Rev. C. W. Gordon, better known 
to the reading world as “Ralph 
Coonor," is back In Canada on two 
months’ leave. During his short re- 
spite from active service work he: 
bas been requested to assist In the 
National Service campaign, and has 
consented to devote part of bis time 
to the cause. 5 

“Ralph Connor" js greyer than he 
was when he went away. The bat- 
tallon whose spiritual adviser he was 
went into the Somme fighting round 
Regina Trench 900 strong. It came 
out mustering but sixty-five — rifles, 
and its ‘gallant commander, Ulcut.- 
Colonel Thompson, was not there to 
take the muster roll, having fallen In 
the fight. 

The chaplain’ of the regiment, 
however, brings back to’ Canada a 
mecaage of optimism and a story «f 
grim_—determisation on the parr, of 
the Allics to see this thing through. 

"Peace!" ra remarked when inter- 
viewed in Ottawa, “The only peace 
talked of In England to-day is that 
based upon the declaration of Mr.

° In answering this inquiry, allow me to refer to two things: (1) It Is 
quite true, like all live, working and progressive institutions, there are sure 
to be differences of opinion, But these, I assert, have never been on de- 
nominational lines, Never has “ism” been pitted against “ism.” Other 
Uttle and ordinary differences have been solely to the individual judgment. 
Service and truth are regarded as hating a unifying foree—the cement of 
all organization, True effort and vision, it is told, can never be the sole 
property of any church, but must be the treasure of alf denomniations. 
The members of the Union Church felt they were making an experimeat 
which should be given a fair trial untrammetied by prejudic., particularly 
when the principle behind it can solve’many of the serious problems con- 
fronting our churehes in Canada. To say that church members will not 
‘unite and work together !s to deny that they possess the same charity and 
intelligence fn religious service which they show in other activities. 

* (2) The second thing to which I refer is the benefit the Union Church 
has been to the students at Macdonald College. They have taken a deop 
interest in the welfare of the Church. Not only do they attend in large 
munibers our serviccs and support financially, but many oftthem have be- 
come members. At the Communion last April, all the men students fn the 
Schools of Agriculture and for teachers attending the Union Church,’ with 
the exception of five or six, united with the Church. About two weeks later 
we bad practically the same experience, when the women students in the

Desarlallons of 1 Belgian Werkmen 
From Brugsels 350 Daily 


THE HAGUE. Jan Jan, 31.—Special— 
The deportations of Belgian workmen 
continue, but at a slightly lower 
rate than previously, according to in- 
formaticn {rom an unquestionable 
source. It ia said that the deporta- 
tions from Brussels sre now being 
made at the rate of about 350 men 
daily.. Many of these men, it ie al- 
leged, are not idlers, but skilled 
workmen, who have been engaged for 
at least a part of their time in their 
trade. 


In some provinces the Belgians, if 
is said, are adopting methods of pas 
sive resistance in efforts to escape de- 
portation. This resistance takes the 
form of failing to appear- at the ap 
pointed place for examination. Out 
of 1,700 men called in five communes 
near Malines, not more than orte- 
half presented themselves. Thereupon 
the German military authorities ar 
rested three prominent men in ¢ac 

commune, holding them as hostage- 
sm the appearance of he absentees, 

who in the meantime were hunted by 
fe of soldiers. In Brussels many 
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of the summoned men who failed to 
appear are now in hiding. 

About one thousand Belgians con- 
nected with the work of the American 
Relief Commission—membetrs of pro- 
vineial and communal committees or 
helpers in storehouses, mills or soup 
kitchen—have been deportad to Ger- 
many over the strong protest of the
